FISHING REGULATIONS
Effective May 23, 1948

To be in full force and effect through May 21, 1949, unless
otherwise specified, subject to change, however, b{ the Com-
mission prior to that date. For up-to-date information, inquire
of your license dealer, sportsmen’s club or Deputy Game
Warden.

9 Open Season: May 23, 1948 to November 15, 1948,
both dates inclusive.

Regular Closed Season: November 16, 1948 to May 21, 1949,
both dates inclusive.

The above regulations apply except where otherwise speci-
fied in the paragraphs below or under the county regulations
following.

Hours of Fishing: Open from 5:00 o’clock a. m. to 9:30
o’clock p. m., Mountain Standard Time, in all water unless
otherwise specified.

Licenses not required for children under fiftéen years of
age.

All waters not mentioned in these Regulations are open to
fishing for all species of fish during the regular open season.

The Limit of Game Fish (exceptions: Bass, Pike, Sunfish,
Blue G@Gills, Bream, Perch, Crappie, Catfish, ﬁullhea.ds) shall
be fifteen (15) fish, not to exceed ten (10) pounds and one
(1) fish of which not more than five (5) fish shall be less
than seven (7) inches in length in any one day.

The Limit on Pike of all species shall be fifteen (15) fish,
not to exceed fifteen (15) pounds and one (1) fish in any
one day.

The Limit on Bass of all species shall be fifteen (15) pounds
pounds and one (1) fish in any one day.

The Limit on Perch, Crappies, Sunfish, Blue Gills, Bream,
and Bullheads shall be fifty (50) fish in the aggregate in any
one day.

The Possession Limit for all fish shall’ be one day’s legal
catch unless otherwise specifically stated. This regulation shall
apply to both fresh game fish and to game fish which have
been dried, salted or otherwise cured.

Means of Taking:

Game Fish shall be taken only with hook and line or pole
in hand.

Non-Game ¥ish may be taken in any quantity during the
open season by angling or with set lines in waters designated
open to set line fishing; minnows of non-game fish variety
may be taken with a seine not to exceed twelve (12) feet in
length, three (3) feet in width, and one-quarter (%) inch
mesh only in counties hereinafter mentioned where the
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i ows the use of same. Use of minnow seines in
:?lgu(l)'t’ltl?: :ouunties unlawful; snares or fish traps unlawful
to use or have in possession.

Snagging of game fish is unlawful at all times except as
provided for under Sockeye fishing regulations, Page 11.

Sale or possession of salmon eggs or imitations thereof shall
be absolutely prohibited.

Set-lines shall not be permitted unless specifically stated
otherwise. (See Section 3694, R.C.M. 1947.) When set-lines
are permitted, said set-line is not to exceed one hundred
(l:.OO) feet and not more than six (6) hooks shall be attached
thereto.

Floats on set-lines prohibited.

It is prohibited to use ground or chipped meat, fish or other
food products ‘‘to bait a hole’’ in any fishing waters. (This
does not prohibit the use of meat or fish for bait.)

Fishing within three hundred (300) feet below all dams
hereinafier listed under County Regulations is prohibited.

Other Than Regular Season: Clark Fork River from its
source to the Thompson Falls Dam shall be closed to fishing
from March 1, 1949 to May 21, 1949, both dates inclusive, and
open the remainder of the year.

Open Entire Year: It shall be lawful to catch any species
of fish in the Yelowstone, Kootenai and Missouri Rivers
throughout the entire year. The regular creel and possession
limits shall prevail in these waters.

The following rivers shall be open to fishing for all species
of fish during the entire year in open waters or through a
hole in the ice: Milk River from three hundred (300) feet
below the Fresno Dam in Hill County to its confluence with
the Missouri, Flathead River from Flathead Lake to its con-
fluence with the Clark Fork River, Clark’s Fork of the Yel-
lowstone River from its mouth to the Wyoming State Line,
Little Horn River and the Big Horn River, and the Musselshell
River from the Golden Valley-Musselshell County line to its
confluence with the Missouri River.

Set-line FPishing for Ling and Non-Game Fish Onilly: (See
Section 8694, Revised Codes of Montana.) The Yellowstone
River from its mouth to the Bridge at Laurel on Highway
No. 12; the Kootenai River; the entire Missouri River except
such portions as may be affected by county regulations and
that portion in Lewis and Clark and Cascade Counties between
the Morony Dam and the Holter Dam and that portion be-
low the Fort Peck Dam beginning from the marked cable
below the concrete tunnel apron to its confluence with the
Milk River shall be open to set-line fishing for ling and
non-game fish only at all hours in open waters and through
a hole in the ice during the entire year.

Winter Fishing: All waters of the State are closed to winter
fishing unless otherwise provided for by these regulations. In
waters where winter fishing is allowed, angling is permitted
in open waters or through a hole in the ice unless otherwise
mentioned.
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Sockeye Fishing Regulations During Spawning Season: From
October 1, 1948 to December 15, 1948, both dates inclusive,
the limit on sockeye salmon shall be thirty-five (85) fish per
day and not more than two days’ limit in possession in the
following waters: Flathead Lake including Swan River from
its mouth io the Highway Bridge below the power house in
Lake and Flathead Counties; Whitefish Lake in Flathead
County; Lake Francis and that portion of the inlet canal as
far as Conklin Gates in Pondera County; and the Clark Fork
River in Sanders County. However, in the above waters, from
December 16, 1948 until September 30, 1949, the limit shall
be fifteen (15) fish per day and not to exceed ten (10) pounds,
one day’s limit possession only.

In the above waters only, snagging sockeye, with a combi-
nation of three hooks, shall be permitted from Qctober 1, 1948
to December 15, 1948, both dates inclusive. During the bal-
ance of the open season, sockeye may be taken only by means
of hook and line held in hand or hook and line attached to rod
or pole held in hand.

BEAVERHEAD COUNTY

Closed Waters: The stream leading from the Decker Rear-
ing Pond at Armstead to Horse Prairie Creek shall be closed
to all fishing during the entire year.

Fishing within three hundred (300) feet below Divide Dam
is prohibited.

Winter Fishing: Open water fishing shall be allowed for
all fish in Red Rock Creek in its entirety, the Beaverhead
River from the confluence of Red Rock Creek and Horse
Prairie Creek to its confluence with the Jefferson River, from
December 1, 1948 to February 28, 1949, both dates inclusive.

Other Than Regular Season: All lakes shall be open to fish-
ing from July 1, 1948 to November 15, 1948, both dates in-
clusive, with the exception of Elk and Brown's Lakes which
are to be governed by the regular open season.

Upper and Lower Red Rock Lakes and streams tributary
thereof shall be open to fishing from May 23, 1948 to Sep-
tember 15, 1948, both dates inclusive, and closed throughout
the remainder of the year.

BIG HORN COUNTY

Open Entire Year: The Bighorn River and the Little Big-
horn River.

All other waters shall be governed by the regunlar season.

The creel limit on Willow Creek Lake shall be five (5) fish,
not to exceed ten (10) pounds and one (1) fish per day.

BLAINE COUNTY

Use of minnow seines allowed.

Open Entire Year: The Milk River and all Reservoirs shall
be open to fishing with the following exception: Black Coulee
Reservoir.
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Olosed Waters: Miller Brothers’ No. 2 and Hick's No. 2
shall be closed to fishing the entire year.

BROADWATER COUNTY

Closed Waters: Deep Creek and all of its tributaries above
the Russell Fork Bridge.

Fishing within three hundred (300) feet below Toston Dam
on the Missouri River is prohibited.

Set-line Fisbhing for Ling and Non-Game Fish Only: The
Missouri River from Three Forks to Holter Dam shall be
c{os_ed from March 1, 1949 to June 30, 1949, both dates in-
clusive.

CARBON COUNTY

Other Than Regular Season: The main Bluewater Creek
shall be open to fishing from the point commonly known as
the Fork of Frosty Jack Creek to its confluence with the
Clark’s Fork from October 15, 1948 to February 28, 1949,
both dates inclusive.

Closed Waters: All tributaries to the main Bluewater Creek.
The first West Fork of Rock Creek shall be closed to all
fishing permanently from the mouth of Washoe Creek (mnear
Wild Bill Lake) to its confluence with the main stream of
Rock Creek.

CARTER COUNTY

Use of minnow seines allowed.
Open Entire Year: All reservoirs shall be open to fishing.

CASCADE COUNTY

Other Than Regular Season: The Middle (Creek Dam on
Upper Hound Creek shall be open to fishing from July 1,
1948 to July 31, 1948, both dates inclusive, and closed the
balance of the year. The limit on this dam shall be ten (10)
fish, not to exceed ten (10) pounds and one (1) fish.

Tintinger Sloughs of the Missouri River shall be closed
to all fishing from May 10, 1948 to September 80, 1948, both
dates inclusive of each year, and open at all other times.

Special Closure: That portion ef the Missouri River from
the Giant Springs Channel between the island and the upper

It shall be unlawful to use as bait or have in possession
minnows, dead or alive, in Flathead County and Flathead
Lake in its entirety.

Night fishing from 5:00 o’clock p. m. to 7:00 o’clock a. m.,
Mountain Standard Time, shall be prohibited in Flathead Lake
between the dates of October 1, 1948 and December 15, 1948,
both dates inclusive.

Closed Waters: Logan Creek from the inlet of Tally Lake
to the Fourth Bridge and in addition an area five hundred

It shall be unlawful to use as bait or have in possession
minnows, dead or alive, in the Madison River from Meadow
Lske Dam to the Yellowstone Park, including Meadow Lake,
and Hebgen Lake in Gallatin and Madison Counties.

Other Than Regular Season: Hebgen Lake shall be open to
fishing from May 23, 1948 to September 30, 1948, both dates
inclusive. The tributary streams above Hebgen Lake, including
Madison River, Duck Creek and the South Fork of the Madison
shall be open to fishing from May 30, 1948 to September 30,
1948, both dates inclusive.

All of the Madison River and its tributaries between its
confluence with the Jefferson River in Gallatin County and
Meadow Lake in Madison County shall be open from May
28, 1948, to October 14, 1948, both dates inclusive and closed
throughout the rest of the year.

Use of minnow seines allowed.

Open Entire Year: Bear Creek and all reservoirs except
Lamesteer shall be open to fishing.

Other Than Regular Season: Lamesteer Reservoir shall be
open to fishing from July 15, 1948 to September 15, 1948,
both dates inclusive, from the County Bridge along the south
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shore of the lake to the spillway of the dam, The balance of
the lake shall remain closed.

It Is Unlawful . . .

To fish or hunt without a license on person.

To refuse to show license on demand.

To use more than one line or line and rod held in hand.
To sell or offer for sale any game or game fish.

To transport or ship game or game fish out of the State
without a shipping permit.

To use or have in possession salmon eggs or salmon spawn
or any imitations thereof.

To use set-lines except in such waters as designated under
proper order of the State Fish and Game Commission.

To use or have in possession a fish spear.

To have more than five (5) game fish under sevemn (7)
inches in length in your possession.

To shoot fish with rifle or gun,

To use any carbide, lime, giant powder, dynamite, or other
explosive compounds, or any corrosive or narcotic poison or
to have any of some in one’s possession within one hundred
(100) feet of any stream where fish are found for the purpose
of stunning or killing fish.

To loan or transfer your fishing or hunting license or any
tags from said license to any person.

Please do
not make this request out of curiosity, but
only if you are truly interested in cooperating
by keeping an account of your catch records.
